Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Fresh Meat 5 Sweetness Turns to Filth 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick Fresh Meat 5 Sweetness Turns to Filth contains numerous images of naked 
women in sexual poses and engaged in sexual activities. The camera concentrates almost 
exclusively on the women models, several in positions of spread-legged accessibility. In many of 
the images the women look directly at the camera and appear to be offering themselves directly to 
the viewer. The number of such images and the manner of their presentation reduces women to 
the ‘fresh meat’ of the title. The overall effect of such a representation is to accentuate women’s 
availability for male sexual use. The reduction of women to sexual objects in this way is degrading 
and demeaning. 

The Classification Office has weighed the competing considerations of the issues raised above 
and the rights and freedoms set out in s14 of the NZBR Act. The Office is of the opinion that the 
degrading and demeaning nature of the material presented makes it likely that, if the video slick 
were to be submitted for classification under s13(1) of the FVPC Act, it would be classified as 
objectionable. The limitation of the right to freedom of expression contained in s14 of the NZBR 
Act is justified in order to prevent injury to the public good arising from the availability of the slick. 

In accordance with regulation 28(3)(a), the video slick Fresh Meat 5 Sweetness Turns to Filth is 
not approved.
